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ABSTRACT 



Detailed statistics on education are provided for a 



number of health occupations. Data are given as far back as 1950-1951 
for medical and dental schools, while for schools of public health, 
the data begin in 1975-1976. Complete 1980 data are provided only for 
dentistry, pharmacy, and veterinary medicine. Statistical tables are 
included on the current state-by-stat3 number of students and 
graduates of all health occupations schools and, in addition, by 
individual school for several health occupations. Trend data are 
given for the number and proportion of first-year minority and female 
students of medicine, osteopathy, dentistry, and registered nursing. 
Such trend data for other occupations are provided for total students 
because first-year data were not available for alj years. Applicant 
trend data covering the last two decades are giveti for schools of 
medicine and dentistry. Trend data on advanced education are given 
for medical residents through 1978 and for dental residents through 
1980. Additional data include: average first-year medical and dental 
school tuition trends for the last decade; student expenses, income, 
and debt ; and trends in the number of training programs , students , 
and graduates for certain allied health occupations. In addition to 
the tables, an introductory section provides highlights of the data.

Statistical tables are included on the current Stf te-by-State number of 
students and graduates of all health occupations schools and, in addition, bv 
individual school for several of the health occupations. Trend and State 
tanles for registered nursing vary in format from those for other occupation.-, 
in order to present graduates as distributed among baccalaureate degree, 
issociate degree, and diploma programs. 

Trend data are given for the number and proportion of first- year minority and 
lemale students of medicine (M.D.), osteopathy (D.O.), dentistry, and 
registered nursing. Such trend data for other occupations are given for total 
students because first-year data were not available for all years. 

Applicant trend data covering the last two decades are given for schools of 
medicine (M.D.) and dentistry. Trend data on advanced education are presented 
lor medical residents through 1978 and for dental residents through 1980. 
Some 1979 data are provided for medical residents identified as females, 
blacks, and foreign medical graduates. Trend data for the last decade are 
also presented for the average first- year medical (M.D.) and dental school 
t u i t i on .

The intent is to provide a compact 
narrative text to convey the coverage and nature of the statistics. 

M a 1 tiple Occup a tions 

From academic year 1960-61 through 1979-80. the largest increases in number of 
srhoois were attained by allopathic and osteopathic medicine (M.D. and D.O.) 
which, together, increased from 92 to 1h0 v a gain of a full one- ha If (52 
percent). Optometry, veterinary medicine, dentistry, and nursing had notable 
increases in number of schools, from 40 to 22 percent. There was a slight 
c e ere ase in the number of schools of pharmacy. 

Since academic year 1960-61, the number of graduates for the health 
occupations increased notably, but the proportionate increase varied a great 
deal. Schools of pediatry, with the smallest number of graduates, had the 
greatest proportional increase by far, almost 400 percent. Optometry 
. rad-nates had a smaller, but still considerable, . ncrease of 234 percent. 

ist?_ red nursing . graduates achieved the nex. ghest proportional increase, 
' : l : ; a & a i n e i 153 percent. Graduates of s c h oo . s of veterinary me d i c i ne , 
.: . I .-patiii c medicine, osteopathic medicine, and pharmacy each increased by more 
: :.a:i iu percent. Graduates :" schools of dentistry had the smallest 
proportional gain of 60 percent. 

I.-. 197^-Su, the proportion of minorities among students for three health 

ecc -;pa i ons — allopathic medic ine . (M ,D .) , dentistry, and pharmacy~-were 13, 12, 

\ i percent respectively, which represent gains to varying degrees over 
LneiL representation of about 10 percent each in 1971-72. Four other 
occupations had a minority representation from 8 to 4 percent in 197 9-80, all 
showing various increases over their 1971-72 level, especially in podiatry and 
• :s teopat'ni c medicine, with lesser gains in optometry and veterinary medicine. 

: ring the 1970's, representation of female students increased substantially 
: r. schools for three health occupations — pharmacy, veterinary medicine , and 
allopathic medicine (M.D.) — achieving, by 1979-80, proportions of 44, 37, and 

percent, respectively. In four other health occupations — optometry, 
•steopachic medicine (D.O.), dentistry, and podiatry — there were few female 
• ; idents "in 1970-71, only between 3 and 1 percent; by 1979-80 their 
representation had expanded greatly, achieving levels variously from 19 to 12 
percent . 

In 197 7 -78, minorities constituted 10 percent and women 94 percent of students 
pre paring to be registered nurses, which are about the s -ue proportions, 
respectively, as in 1971-72. 

A i i- opathi c Medicine ( M . D - ) 

The number.-: of medical schools, ^.tudents, and graduates have all increased 
considerably in the past three decades, especially during the 1970's. From 



: .j.u year 1950-51 to 1979-80, schools increased from 79 to 126, total 
.'J.'.i hue at from 26, 186 to 63,800, and graduates from 6,135 to 15,135. 

-rum a.ademic year 1960-61' to 1979-80, applicants for admission to medical 
schools increased substantially from 14,397 to 36,141. However, the peak _ year 
was L97W5, with 42,624 applicants, and the number has since been declining. 
Also, since' 1974-75, the number of applicants per first-year student has gone 
"lioin'^.y to 2.1, whUh had been about the ratio for several classes during the

tne past decade, medical tuition has risen steadily and considerably in 
■\cs of schools. Average first-year tuition in public schools for 
JnYtiL resident students rose from $663 in 1970-71 to $1 , 827 in 1980-81; for 
■ uu— si dents, tuition was significantly higher, rising from $1,230 to $3,963 
!>vJr the same period. For private schools, the increase was from $1,988 to 
S 7 T o 2 i or residents and slightly more for non-residents.

1960-61 and 1979-80, the number of schools of osteopathic medicine 
ised from 6 to 14; students increased from 1,944 to 4,544 and graduates 
b.i'j to 1 ,035.

From academic year 1950-51 to 1980-81 j dental students increased substantially 
from 11,891 to 22,842; the number of dental schools increased from 42 to 60. 
In 1980, the number of graduates was 5,256. 

The number of dental school applicants increased rather steadily from 6,119 in 
1960-61 to a high of 15,734 in 1975-76, followed by a sizeable decrease to 

10,520 by 1979-80. Also since 1975-76, the number of applicants per first- 
year student has gone from 2.7 to 1.7, the same ratio as in 1960-61. 

During the 1970' s, dental school enrollment of minorities increased rather 
sLowLy but steadily. First-year minority enrollment increased from 412 in 
L971-72, or 9 percent of all first-year enrollment, to 772, or 13 percent, by 

1980-81. 

There was a rapid and quite steep increase in enrollment of women in schools 
of dentistry throughout the 1970 's, from 94 first-year students in 1970-71 to 
1,194 in 1979-80— an increase from 2 to 20 percent. 

In the field of advanced dental education, there has been a considerable rise 
in general practice residencies; the number of graduates increased from 641 
nT x l , J75 to -916 in 1980. Over the same period, graduates from specialty 
residency programs declined slightly, from 1,245 to 1,132. 

Tuition for dental education has risen considerably in all types of schools. 
Average first-year tuition in public schools for in-State resident students 
rose from $772 in 1970-71 to $2,117 in 1980-81; for non-residents, the rise 
was from $1,492 to $4,077. For private schools, the increase was from $2,062 
to $7,578 for re si dents and from $2, 1 70 to $8 , 106 for non-residents . 

Optoinet r y 

Enrollment in schools of optometry in recent years has risen greatly, with 
first-year students increasing from 407 in 1960-61 to 1,209 in 1979-80. The 
316 graduates in 1961 increased to 1,056 in 1979. The rise in the proportion 
of minority enrollment over the past decade was rather modest, increasing from 
6 to 8 percent of the total students. The rise in enrollment of women was 
more spectacular — from 3 to 19 percent of total students. 

Pha rmacy 

The output of schools of pharmacy nas increased considerably, from 3,438 
graduates in academic year 1960-61 o 7,278 in 1979-80, after reaching a peak 
of 8,011 in 1976-77. From 1971-72 to 1980-81, minority students increased 
from 1,645 to 2,526; the concurrent increase in the proportion of total 
students was rather modest — from 10 to 12 percent. In contrast, the 
proportion of women students doubled from 22 to 46 percent, wir a 1980-81 
enrollment of 10,254. 
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Podi ar.L y 



There has been a five- fold increase between academic year 1960-61 and 1979-80 
in number o£ podiatry students, from 478 to 2,531; graduates increased from 
116 to 572 by 1978-79. From 1971-72 to 1980-81, the number of minority 
students rose steadily from 40 to 231, with the minority percent of total 
students increasing from 3 to 9. The increase in enrollment of women was very 
h greater, rising from 16 to 306 students or from 1 to 12 percent.

V e t e r i n a r y Medic ine^ 

From academic year 1960-61 to 1980-81, there has been a steady rise in the 
number ot veterinary students from 3,497 to 8,156; there was a similar" 
increase n graduates, from 824 in 1960-61 to 1,845 in 1979-80. The number of 
minority students rose from 133 in 1971-72 to 377 in 1980-81, while their 
proportion of the total students increased from 3 percent to 5 percent. The 
ris- in women students is much more impressive— f rom 467 in 1970-71 to 3,194 
in lytfO-81, increasing from 9 to 39 percent of veterinary students.

A major development in the field of education for registered nurses has been a 
dramatic increase in the number of degree programs (baccalaureate and 
associate degrees) from 174 in 1955-56 to 1,092 in 1980-81, while there was a 
concurrent reduction of diploma programs from 967 to 311. 

Tiio nm">or of graduates from baccalaureate degree programs increased between 
H^-oo anu 1979-80 from 3,156 to 25,411, and graduates from associate degree 
programs increased, to an even greater extent, from 252 to 36,509. Graduates 
ot diploma programs—who had predominated by far at the beginning of this 
period— declined from 26,828 to 14,495. However, the combined output of 
registered nurse graduates from programs of all types increased greatly from 
30,236 to 76,415. 

Pub 1 ie Healt n 

In 1979-80 the 21 schools of public health had 8,215 students and 3,326 
^•uuuates, ot whom the vast majority, 2,972, received the master's degree. 

Schools a public health offer many major fields of study. Among the 
graduates of 1978-79, the largest number, about one-fourth (26 percent), 
majored in health administration. Other majors included such varied subjects 
as environmental health, epidemiology, maternal and child health, and 

bio statistics. 

In ,=(79-80, minorities constituted 22 percent of students in schools of publi 
healtn, the same level as in 1975-76. Over the same period, women students i 
these schools increased from 48 to 54 percent. 
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Selected Allied Health Occupations 



After a prolonged and steady increase in graduates from all dental auxiliary 
training programs, the numbers seem recently to have leveled off. In 1979-80, 
the number of graduates was, respectively, 5,184 for dental hygienists, 5,958 
for dental assistants, and 1,068 for dental laboratory technicians. 

In 1979-80, there were 771 medical record administrator graduates and 891 
medical record technician graduates. After a notable increase during the 
1970' s, the number of graduates from each type of program apparently has 
reached a plateau. 

The number of practical nurse graduates almost tripled from 16,635 to 48,081 
between 1960-61 and 1975-76, after which the number declined to 42,536 in 
1979-80. 

Financing St udent Education 

Students in health occupation schools in academic year 1976-77 came, to a 
large extent, from families with income of $20,000 or more, especially 
students of medicine (M.D.), dentistry, and optometry. A relatively high 
proportion of all students had fathers who were college graduates , ranging 
from 34 percent of pharmacy students to 57 percent of medical (M.D.) 
students. From 8 to 19 percent of health occupations students had fathers in 
some health occupation, in contrast with the 3 percent of employed U.S. males 
active in a health occupation. 

The average annual expenses of students in health occupation schools in 
197b-77 ranged from $67740 for pharmacy students to $11,720 for students of 
podiatry. Expenses directly related to schooling (tuition, books, etc.) 
varied considerably between public and private schools (e.g., optometry school 
expenses were $1,750 in public schools and $4,200 in private schools), whereas 
board and lodging varied little. 

Students derived income or financial support in 1976-77 from a variety of 
sources, both non-refundable and refundable (i.e., to be paid back). 
Non-refundable sources account for a very high proportion of the income of all 
students, but especially for students of public health and pharmacy (96 and 88 
percent respectively). Podiatry students had the highest percent of income 
from refundable sources, but this still was only 31 percent. In general, the 
main sources of income were contributions of spouse and parents and the 
students 1 own earnings and savings. Scholarships represented a comparatively 
small proportion of student income . 

In 1976-77, the average non- refundable income of students in schools for 
health occupations ranged from $6,260 for pharmacy to $13,300 for students in 
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schools of public health. With regard to refundable iacorae, 42 percent of the 
pharmacy students received such income, at the lowest average level of $1,980, 
while 79 percent of podiatry students received refundable income at the 

ni;;ri»/st average level of $4,960. 

The majority of students in health occupations schools have incurred debts in 
v. ..uiii.'i. t'Lou with their education — ranging from 53 percent of pharmacy students 
to /b percent of podiatry students. There is a considerable range in average 
ai.wi^it ot debt, from $4,570 for pharmacy students to $11,860 for osteopathy
